Southeast Gas recently 
announced its 2019 Give 
Back to Schools contribu- 
tion of more than $125,000 
to 20 public school systems 
in Alabama. 

The Give Back to

Brockton School. Elba City 
Schools received an alloca- 
tion of $1,919, which will 
be used for technology 
enhancements at both Elba 
High School and Elba 
Elementary School. 

Southeast Gas Board 
member Harold Spicer 
worked alongside superin- 
tendents in each school sys- 
tem to determine the best 
way for funds to be allocat- 
ed. 

“In many cases, these 
funds remain unrestricted, 
allowing each school to 
have maximum flexibility 
to use the dollars in what- 
ever way necessary for that 
specific school system” 
said Southeast Gas Board 
Chair and Troy Mayor 
Jason Reeves. “This is our 
tenth year to provide dol- 
lars to our local schools 
through the Give Back to 
Schools initiative, and to 
date Southeast Gas has pro- 
vided more than $1.3 mil- 
lion to these public 
schools.” 

“Southeast Gas is deeply 
rooted in the communities 
it serves, and believes 
strongly that local schools 
are a critical component to

A group of distinguished 
economists, including 
Nobel prize winners and 
past Council of Economic 
Advisors members, recently 
supported a carbon tax. 
While the economic case 
for such a tax is strong, I 
nonetheless think the policy 
is ill-advised. Today let’s 
consider the economics of a 
carbon tax. 

A carbon tax would limit 
emissions of greenhouse 
gases, most notably carbon 
dioxide, due to their impact 
on global warming. The tax 
differs only subtly in effect 
from the “cap and trade” 
policy considered by 
Congress in 2010; I will not 
consider the differences 
here. A tax is probably the 
best way to limit green- 
house gases if we choose. 

The economists propose 
replacing regulations and 
other policies to limit fossil 
fuels or encourage alterna- 
tive energy — from the Clean 
Power Plan to tax credits for 
electric cars — with the car- 
bon tax. This makes perfect 
sense. The pollution prob- 
lem arises because actions 
like burning gasoline in a 
car effectively use clean air 
without the driver or oil 
company having to pay for 
it. The price is too low, 
resulting in too much pollu- 
tion. 

Economist A. C. Pigou hit 
upon a solution almost a 
century ago. Tax the good, 
or better yet the pollution, 
the amount of damage to the 
environment. The tax gets 
reflected in the price, and 
we can then let prices coor- 
dinate economic activity 
and protect the environ- 
ment. 

Prices never prohibit any 
activity for which someone 
is willing and able to pay. 
This is a huge advantage 
relative to regulation. A car- 
bon’ tax ensures that wecan 
use: fossil fuels for highly 
valued activities like power- 
ing jet planes or running 
generators for hospitals dur- 
ing blackouts. Regulations 
often prohibit highly valued 
uses, causing significant 
costs. 

Quantifying environmen- 
tal damage is always chal- 
lenging, and the impacts of 
global warming will not 
occur for decades. Any tax 
we impose now must rely 
on climate models to esti- 
mate future impacts.

Economic analysis shows 
that the carbon tax should 
increase over time. Fossil 
fuels become more expen- 
sive in a predictable man- 
ner. These rising prices pro- 
vide the incentive to invest 
in electric cars or solar or 
wind energy without direct 
subsidies. 

A carbon tax would also 
hit “alternatives” to fossil 
fuels generating significant 
carbon dioxide emissions. 
Ethanol blends corn with 
gasoline and is subsidized 
as a clean fuel. Yet growing 
corn uses fossil fuels to 
power tractors, harvesters, 
and irrigation equipment. 
We can avoid wasting 
money on _ politically 
favored non-solutions, 

Using pollution taxes to 
fund government offers 
another benefit. When we 
tax anything, we get less of 
it. Taxing income, invest- 
ment, or employment leaves

us with less of things which 
drive prosperity. Each dollar 
in taxes raised costs the 
economy more than a dollar. 
When we tax pollution, we 
get less of a bad thing. 

The economists propose 
tebating carbon tax revenue 
to Americans as a climate 
dividend. This also makes 
sense, A carbon tax will 
increase energy prices and 
poor Americans spend more 
of their income on energy 
than others. A carbon tax 
would be regressive, falling 
more heavily on lower 
income families. 

Each household’s climate 
dividend would be an equal 
share of the tax revenue. 
Poorer households spend a 
larger share of their income 
on energy, but high income 
households consume more 
energy. Low income house- 
holds should receive a divi- 
dend larger than carbon tax 
paid. 


Rebating the revenue 


might seem to just reverse 
the tax.

$50 tax increases our cli- 
mate dividend by exactly 
$50, then the refund cancels 
the tax. If I pay an extra $50 
tax, it will be divided 
among more than 100 mil- 
lion households, so effec- 
tively I get none of it back. 

A carbon tax makes eco- 
nomic sense, particularly if 
we eliminate other climate 
change regulations and 
alternative fuels subsidies. 
But the political process 
does not always employ 
policies as economists sug- 
gest. There’s more to this 
story than just economics, 
although the rest of the story 
will have to wait until next 
time.
